THE G. A K AND THE GRANf MEMORIAL. 


S S. Burdette,commander-in-chief of 
the G. A. R., to-day issued a general 
order in which the following is sub- 
mitted to the members of that organ- 
ization, in relation to the erection of a 
monument to the memory of General 
Grant : 


First that a sum of money,, per 
capita, from each member of the G. 
A. R., in good standing, be received 
for the end named. 
That for the pur- 
pose of certainty and expedition- this 
amount be appropriated from the post 
funds, to be reimbursed by the dona- 
tions of individual comrades, or in 
such a way as each post may pro- 
vide. 


Second: That to suitably mark the 
event and to evidence for all time, the 
equal share of all the comrades of the 
Grand Army in this work of commem- 
oration, a neatly written roll shall be 
prepaied on blauks to be furnished 
fro II the national headquarters, which 
shall contain the name, rank, reeri- 
ment and post of each donor. 
These 
to be returned to the national head- 
quarters, bound 
into volumes and 
properly cared for, and that provision 
be made to furnish each post an en- 
graving of the iinished monument. 


That the committee to be hereafter 
named shall, in connection with the 
national council of the administration, 
take into consideration and determine 
tbe form of the memorial to be adopt- 
ed, the place of its erection and other 
necessary details. 


Fourth: All moneys donated for 
this purpose to be forwarded through 
tho department headquarters, to the 
quartermaster general, and by him to 
be deposited to the credit of the Grant 
monument, under rules to be prescribed 
by the national council of adminis- 
tration. 


It is being suggested that honorably 
discharged soldiers and saUors, not 
members of our order, be permitted to 
join with us in this most grateful duty, 
let all such who are worthy be invited, 
first of all, to stand in the ranks of the 
G. A. R. Our self-imposed task has in 
view the erection of a monument which 
avoiding all exaggeration or mere mo- 
tive of display, shall be in keeping 
with the simplicity of the life and char- 
acter of our great leader, shall be of 
such intrinsic excellence as shall com- 
mend it to the care of tho nation, and 
thus through all succeeding gener- 
ations be our memorial, as well as a 
monument to his fame. 


On behalf of his comrades every- 
where the commander-in-chief feels 
authorized to declare that whilst deter- 
mined to erect a monument which 
shall solely represent their 
contri- 
bptions, they nevertheless view with 
satisfaction, and will aid to the extent 
of their ability, all other pai,riotic 
efforts put forth to do him honor.

Those who 
failed to hear it lost a literary treat 
He traced the history of medicine and 
added some very amusing anecdotes of 
his own 
experience 
with 
medica 
men. It is hoped that his address will 
be given to the public, as it embodies 
maqy wholesome suggestions as to the 
relations between the citizens and the 
faculty of the college. 


Messrs. Karl Ide and T. F. Thieme 
rendered a duetto, Polonaise, from 
Chopin. The pathos of this great 
composer makes the performance of 
his productions extremely difficult 
and the hearty appreciation of the 
audience showed how well the per- 
formers acquitted themselves. 
It is 
to be regretted that many more did 
not avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity 
to 
hear 
these 
gentlemen 
at their best. The second selection 
was a sonata by Diabelli and was well 
executed. 


Mrs. Charles McCulloch favored the 
audience with a solo which was played 
with exquisite expression, showing rare 
ability. 


Mr. Harry Hanna closed the enter- 
tainment with a neat and well consid- 
ered address, extracts of which will be 
found below: 


LADIES 
AND 
GENTLEMEN: — T h e 
privilege of speaking to the general 
public upon this occasion affords me 
much pleasure, because it offers an 
opportunity to speak a word of praise 
and commendation of the institution 
re^esented by the occasion. 


We who live outside the medical 
profession and know little of their la- 
bors and the difficulties encountered 
in the advancement of the science of 
medicine are altogether, too liable to 
forget the great importance of its re- 
lations to the'general communitv, and 
by our neglect to give that encourage- 
ment due an institution which ranks 
among the most worthy of our schools 
of learning, we may obstruct, in a 
measure, the bringing about of that 
harmonious sympathy between 
the 
public and the founders of the insti- 
tution which is so essential to its ulti- 
mate success. 


Let us not forget that among the 
greatest blessings of our age we count 
the services of the physician the most 
precious.

Loais and Pacifio railway has been filed 
with the oommisBioner of railroads. 
It 
oorezB the operationa of the year includ- 
ed between June 30,1884, and June 30. 
1885. The total oapital stock bubacribed 
is $52,626,800. 
The amount paid in is 
not stated. 
There haa been no increase 
during the year, nor have any shares 
been transferred. As to the funded debt, 
the total value of the bonds is placed at 
$76,434,009.27. 
The net unfunded debt 
is $12,184,811.56, theincreaseaince June 
30, 1884, being$4,020,J^96.30. 
The total 
stock mid debt is $141,246,620.83, or 
$40,941.35 per mile of single main track. 
The rolling stock consists of 40 ten-wheel, 
mogul, 426 common, and 12 narrow 
gauge locomotives; 131 express, mail, 
and baggage cars, 151 passenger cars, 
and 16,321 freight cars. 
The company 
now has 18,631 employes in its service. 
The total number of paasengeiB carried 
was 3,910,673, of whom 3,637,245 were 
local and 273,448 through. 
The t«tal 
freight tonnage was 6,285,264, 3,787,548 
tons being through and 2,497,716 tons 
local. 
Of this tonnage 45 per cent con- 
sisted of agricoltura! products, including 
cotton, 32 per cent., flour and grain, and 
20.7 per cent. coal.
